Hubert Hovje of Fredericton, a truck 
driver employed by the V/illard Me Shy- 
den sa-frnnlll of the Miramichi Lumber 
Company Limited, about 11 miles fron 
Boiestovm, reported his vehicle belrg 
struck by '*a piece of fire** V/ednesdey 
night.

first thing he noticed was a tsfctght 
glare coming from under both sides of 
the tzniok “like something was burning 
underneath It. 

“I got out of the cab and here was this 
piece of fire stuck between the rear 
of the cab and the front of the body,** 
He then threv/ mud at the fire in an 
effort to extinguish it. As soon as 
the mud hit it, the flaming material 
’‘fell off in blobs, almost like it 
was jelly,** 

As soon as it hit the wet muddy ground, 
Mr, Hows said, the fire went out.

A Daily Gleaner reporter and photo¬ 
grapher visited the scene Friday after¬ 
noon and were unable to find any traces 
of the object, Barlier reports reach¬ 
ing Boiestovm had indicated the truck 
had been set afire.

The Califcrnla fireball "seemed to move 
v^est over the Pacific toward a spot 
some 30 miles off San P^anclsco," the 
report said. 

Dr. i?obert R. Kadesch, associate prof¬ 
essor of physics. University of Utah, 
and a science writer for the The Salt 
Lake Tribune, said the object probably 
vms a bolide, or an exploding meteor 
which is rot uncommon, he noted. 

"It probally exploded 50 to 60 miles In 
the atmosphere or perhaps a little lower^' 
Dr. Kadesch said. 

Another rcporli came from Richard Young, 
1973 Sto Kary’a Dr. (1450 South), v;ho 
v/ao piloting an airplane toward Milford 
from the eouth vfhen the flash occurred. 


Some residents in Cureko., Juab County, 
some 75 miles south of Salt Lake City 
were convinced the object, X'/hatever It 
vms, crashed In the nearby mountains. 

They cited a "blue flash and a rumb« 
lins off In the distance," 

Cureka Police Chief Josejjh Bernini 
said the crash was "very close" to 
the community, 

Laxr enforcement agencies and The Salt 
Lr.ke Tribune were sv;amned with calls, 
from citizens repoidilng or inquirlnr 
about the object. 

Those VTho x-ritnessod the phenomenon 
said the object flashed across the 
night sky frour east to vrest and x^as 
visible for about tx-fo to four seconc.s. 

After the flash of brilliant light 
came eicploslons x-rhich one Nephi .resf- 
dent said shook her house.

Dr, Kadesch said he would estimate— 
v;ithout going Into exact calculations—

-vrlzona, a supix)aitlon In xirhlch spokes¬ 
men for FAX closely concurred. They 
said it seemed to be centered betvfeen 
Salt Lake 31ty and Las Vegas.

Ontario.— On Monday Anril 
257 1^;' Roraor Schaefer sighted and 
photographed a UFO® v.^hlle in his back¬ 
yard watching aevera.! meteors, he deci¬ 
ded to get his Polaroid camera which 
had a 3000-speed film, so that he could 
get a shot of a raeteor® V/hlle v^aiting, 
he noticed a dark object cross the sky 
very slowly.
